having received from the officer of the 
jewel'service the queen's ring—a table 
ruby, the hoop ot which is encrusted, 
with rubies—will put It upon the fourth 
finger of her majesty's right 
hand. 


Then will come the crowning. 
The 


archbishop,: according to the official 
proKram, takes from the altar 
the 


queen consort's 
crown, traditionally 


known as aueen Edith's crown. It is 
of gold, according to the London Post, 
set with diamoncs. pearls and other 
gem;-, and is similar to that worn by 
the king. As the crown is set on the 
(lueen's head the peeresses will take in 
both hands the coronets which have 
hitherto been lying in their laps and In 
s'ow, rhythmical unison raise them to 
their head?. Next will come the in- 
vestiture with the ensigns of queenly 
dignity, the scepter and the ivory rod.

'Deposits in Fort Wayne banks are 
now at the highest total in the his- 
tory of the city's financial institutions 
according to sworn statements made 
Friday by the national bank? in re- 
sponse to the call of the comptroller of 
the currency.

have deposits aggregating $12,500,000, 
not including the government deposits, 
and the increase since the last call for 
a statement in March is approximately 
half a million dollars.

WOMEN WHO EARN'A LIVING. 


THE 
STENOGRAPHER. 


Looking out of the window in the 


morning, the woman lying in her cush- 
ioned chair sighs a word of pity for 
her sister hurrying by to the scene of 
her day's work. 


"Poor thing," she says, "she has to 


get up early in the morning and stay 
dressed all day. It must be awful to 
have to work." 


First the woman of the easy chair 


should find out whether or not sym- 
pathy is in order. The chances are 
that the worker is a subject for con- 
gratulation rather than condolence. 
She never has the nervous headaches, 
the spells ot depression, the thousand 
and one petty ills feminine flesh is 
heir to. especially genuine llesh that 
lolls about all day with nothing to 
think of but Its own welfare and adorn, 
ment. 


She has no time to find the faults of 


her neighbors and hold them to the 
public whipping post of criticism, no 
time to feel sorry for herself or to 
hold out a surreptitious foot for an 
other to stumble over. As a result she 
Is healthier, happier, brighter, broade 
and when she does marry and go to a 
home, she is more appreciative than 
the woman who has never known th 
buftetings of the business world. 


Perhaps more women have enliste 


under the banner ot stenography tha 
any other occupation. The reason to 
this may be found in the brevity o 
•time necessary to obtain a practica 
technical knowledge of the work an 
the success with which women ha\ 
Invaded the field. The labor, too, 
a pleasant blending of the menial an 
the physical, is not too arduous and 
usually laid among pleasant surroum 
ings. 


A girl should not be under sixtee 


years of age before taking up the work, 
or more than thirty-five. Two years 
of practical experience are necessary 
to make her really valuable as an em- 
ploye. 


'.Schools of stenography charge from 


550 to $60 for a course which requires 
from three to nine months to com- 
plete, according to the ability of the 
pupil and\the thoroughness of 
the 


teaching. The course includes short- 
hand nnd. typewriting, the two neces- 
sary-branches. A prospective pupil is 
often confused by the claims of the 
various systems Invented by different 
men skilled in the work. 
The four 


systems most in use are the Graham, 
Ben Pitman, Munson and Isaac Pitman. 
Of these the Graham is accredited the 
best, because it Is rapid, and accurate 
and is used by court stenographers and

Inclosed In pri- 
vate offices or luxurious homes, they 
deal with affairs of moment. 
The 


average salary for this service is $22 
to $30 a week. 
Society women and 


nen of affairs fix the salary of their 
secretaries independent of this aver- 
age. The secretary of John D. Rocke- 
feller, a woman, was paid $10,000 a year. 
Many secretaries accompany their em- 
ployers all over the world, make num- 
erous trips to Europe and lay up a 
fund of knowledge that may prove of 
vast value later. 
One expert public 


stenographer cites an instance in which 
he received $39 for four hours' work, 
during which he took down convention 
speeches. 
The average wage for this 


service Is twenty to thirty cents per 
hundred words, and a rapid 
speaker 


uses 150 to 200 words a minute.

Then with a chisel and mallet 
hew out the entire inside as smooth 
and deep as possible, and l«ave only a 
narrow margin—about two inches—at 
the' ends and sides for the birds to 
stand on when drinking. This .makes 
an ideal bathing trough for them, as 
it is shallow and sits firmly on the 
ground. Birds, especially small ones, 
do not like deep water to bathe 
in.

saloon. After that the police guarded 
her so closely she did not have an op- 
portunity to do any more damage. 


Has Trouble in England 


In the early part of 1909 Mrs. Na- 


tion made a trip to England, -taking 
her hatchet with her, and gotf into 
trouble the moment she landed. As a 
result of a raid on a saloon at New- 
castle-on-the-Tyne she was arrested 
and fined. 
Later, while speaking in 


Canterbury Music hall, she was booed, 
hissed and pelted with eggs. A week 
afterward, in London, she was arrest- 
ed and fined for smashing a glass ci- 
garette sign with her umbrella. 


So persistent was Mrs. Nation in 


advancing her propaganda that she 


had bee:i In Jail more timea than too 
most hardened criminal. For wreck- 
lug bars end furnl»hins« and other- 
wise disturbing; the peace Mr*. Nation 
had been under arrest at '.Vlchlta

Skttch of Her Career. 


Mr». Carrie Nation wa» born In Ken- 


tucky In 1846. Her maiden name was 
Carrie Moore and as a girl, It le said, 
sbe was absolutely fearless.

early life fihe married a man addicted 
to the use of intoxicants, which creat- 


lu her an Intense aversion to the 


he died she determined 


to devote her life to the suppression 
of the liquor traffic. 


Later she moved to Kansas and 


married 
DavM Nation, who sympa- 


thized with her temperance principles. 


Mrs. Nation's flrst saloon smashing 


was done in the barroom of the Carey 
hotel at Wichita. Dec. 27, 1900. 
She 


was arrester and remained In jail sev- 
eral days before she was released on 
jond. 


On Jan. 21, 190>, armed with her 


favorite weapon, a hatchet, Mrs. Na- 
tion made another raid in Wichita 
This time she smashed two Joints. 


State Wide Crua«de in Kansas. 
During the next three months Mrs. 


Nation surprised the saloon men In 
various Kansas towns, appearing un- 
heralded and leaving a trail of ruined 
barroom fixtures wherever she went. 
Many saloonkeepers locked their places 
and lied before the faithful hatchet 
could get Into action. 


Remarkably few of the saloon men 


used violence In resisting Mrs. Nation, 
although she was attacked and badly 
hurt while wrecking a joint at Enter- 
prise, Kas. 


By this time the state of Kansas was 


In a ferment. Aroused by the spirit of 
the dauntless woman from Kentucky, 
tho people began to demand that all 
the saloons and Joints be closed at 
once. 
Smashing parties were organ- 


ized all over the state. The saloon 
power was being wrecked. As a re- 
sult of the agitation bills were passed 
by the legislature which strengthened 
the state prohibition law. 


Thus, erratic as her life has been,

awakening 
In 


Kansas. 


Becomes Editor of Paper. 


Mrs. 
Nation after her activities In 


Kansas became a lecturer and the edi- 
tor of a paper called the Smashers'

of Kansas. 
While locturlng In New 


York city she created a sensation by 
appearing at the horse show In Madi- 
son Square garden and demanding 
that the occupants of the Vanderbilt 
box contribute money for a home for 
drunkards' wives which she founded In 
Kansas City.

In the tank with the octopus there 


was placed a "dummy" of the same 
specific gravity as a man, and this was 
batted with a crab. Attracted by this 
tempting morsel, the octopus made lor 
the figure, seized It In its powerful 
arms-and tried to drag It under water, 
without success. 
It then urged Its 


body toward the edge of the tank, and, 
holding the glass with some of its 
arms, it dragged its prey beneath the 
surface and crushed the crab shell with 
its powerful jaws. 


It is believed that these experiments 


afford proof that the octopus can only 
drag Its victims far below the water 
near rocks to which It can attach its 
suckers. There is one spot in the Bay 
of Naples where these creatures attain 
a large size and now and then a fisher- 
man is reported missing.

thn convention president, JW. C. Hall: 
the musical director, 0. E. Excell, and 
the pianist, Prof. A. W. Roper, there 
were not half a 
dozen men In the 


great audience, a simultaneous meet- 
ing being In progress for them at the 
First Presbyterian church. 


It was a great meeting, an Inspiring 


service nnd a helpful one. The speak- 
ers were Rev. W. A. Brown, the In- 
ternational superintendent of the mis- 
sionary department of the World's 
Sunday School association, and Miss 
Elizabeth Kilpatrlck, of Corinth, Miss. 
the great bible class teacher and field 
secretary lor the states south. 


After a- song service conducted by 


Prof. Excell, the president Introduced 
Bev. Mr. Brown, who spoke on the 
theme, "The Three 
Great Superla- 


tives." 
He ts a gifted speaker and 


devotes his entire time to the cause of 
missions, for which he is admirably- 
adapted. For several years he -was a 
missionary in the Philippine islands, 
•with headquarters at Manila. 
After 


his return to America he became as- 
eoclated with the Young People's 
Missionary movement and two years 
ago entered upon his present office, 
being called to every part of North 
America. 
Three Great Superlatives. 


The three 
great 
superlatives, he 


Bald, are the church, the Sunday 
school and missions, referring to them 
in the course of his address as fol- 
lows: 
' 
"The greatest institution beneath 


the shining stars is the church of the 
Living God 
' "The ' greatest 
institution in the 


church is the Sunday school. 
' "The greatest 
movement in the 


church and Sunday schools Is mis- 
sions." 
' Speaking briefly of the church and 
its great work, he said that the Sunday 
school is great because of the many 
members included in its organization. 
It is for everybody, young and old. 
Qne can never grow old In the Sunday- 
school, that is too old for membership 
and usefulness in it. It is a splendid 
field for service. 


"I like the Sunday school/' he said, 


"because it is the recruiting ground 
for the church. It yields the largest 
returns of any organization. It takes 
its members when they are of impres- 
sionabVe age and gives them ideas 
•which are of benefit to them through- 
out life and throughout the ages of 
eternity." 
The' speaker closed his address with 


. a splendid tribute to the great work 


o£ missions. ."It brings the world cap- 
tive to God," he said. 


Miss Kilpatrick's Address. 


The subject of Miss Kilpatrlck, who 


Is a charming speaker, was "Just 
Love" 'and' in commencing she said 
the thought of -the discourse had been 
Buggested to her by the words of Lud 


' Jan a famous provincial poet, "I have 


done one thing here below, I have 
sung."

It is th 
lure of manhood that makes the bo 
'start in an evil life. We must gal 
the friendship and trust of the youn 
girl and young boy. and by our o\fn 
Christian life make them follow In the 
paths of righteousness. 
The youth 


doubts everything, and truly he has 
that right to doubt. He inquires into 
the roots of all facts 
and argues 


against his own will. 
In the age of 


adolescence the life of 
the

hould be formed along

ourse. A majority of the conversions 
are made at the age of sixteen, that 
act showing us that that is the age 
o lead the young woman and young 
man 
rightly. 
Youth Is the age of 


dreams that are never realized on this 
earth. 
God has given us youth to 


dream dreams in, and heaven In which 
to realize those dreams." 


Co-operation In Religion. 


At this point of the 
address Dr 


Littlefleld took up the subject ol com 
petition. Individualism and co-opera 
tlon in religion. He brought out th 
fact that co-operation in religion Is th 
only true path to real 
Christianity 


He told a few straightforward facts t 
the business men of the present gen- 
eration. and after a few other admir- 
able remarks, ended In the following 
manner: 


"The fundamental principles of re- 


ligion are love and friendship. 
Find 


wisdom nnd strength and you will find 
true religion." 


At the close of the address a hymn 


by the congregation enlivened the 
program, and Dr. "Woelfkln was pre- 
sented. 
"Genius of Christianity" was 


the subject chosen by the .able speaker 
and the remarks made were ones that 
ought to have a lasting influence over 
those who assemble at the session. 


The Start of Religion. 


The speaker seemed to weave his re- 


marks directly from the preceding ad- 
dress by Dr. Littlefield. As an Intro 
ductlon, Dr. "Woelfkln -used the com- 
parisons shown by the lives of great 
musicians and artists. 
He told how 


the work of the youth filially developed 
into fame for the old man, and com 
pared that work .to the start of genu 
ine religion in the youth or maiden. 
He showed how true Christianity came 
to the man from the efforts toward a 
Christian life in younger days. 
The 


speaker used the following impressive 
remarks in his address: 


"Religion Is the 
soul's aspiration 


after God and God's inspiration In the 
soul. Religion is a commerce with the 
Father. 
Legislative ideas jeopardize 


religion. • True Christianity will ex- 
press itself in form and everyone has 
the right to ''express truth as he sees 
it. Set aside tradition and adhere to 
real truth, and you will find the genius 
of Christianity. Knowledge and love 
form the new standards on which to 
build a true religion within one's self. 
The supreme race of God, which start- 
ed with the cross, must 'stop at 
the 


cross." 


The speaker at this phase brought in 


the life of Paul, and told of the beau- 
tiful, teachings' to be gained from the 
history of. the great apostle. In clos- 
ing Dr. Woelfkin said: 


"The great doctrines .are all made, 


and now we must get them in our own 
way. God is here; his spirit is with us. 
I have been trying for ten years to for- 
get theology and get real religion. Law 
asks us to be right on the outside, no 
matter how false within; 
but 
true 


Christianity asks us to be right to the 
very core. We must strive for the 
genius of Christianity and not simply 
follow the laws as laid down for us, for 
the ;.true spirit of Christ is the spirit 
of the ancients and also the spirit of 
progress. 
We need that fullness of 


Christ's spirit with us."

The German patriotic 
or "armored" press is commenting bit- 
terly on Austrian perfidiousness, with- 
out being able to argue .away facts 
which wllLdeeply affect Germany's fu- 
ture policy. 


The Austrian attitude was voiced In 


a Viennese newspaper. The article in 
question warned the German foreign 
office that, instead of opening a new in- 
debtedness, Germany's support in the 
Bosnian crisis merely balanced ac 
counts for Austria's efforts as U 
"loyal second" in the Algeclras duel, to 
quote from Emperor William's message 
of thanks, and that the dual monarchy 
would back the Germans In no quarrel 
with France over Moroccan Interests. 


Russia, through the official 
paper 


Eossla, stated, as was expected, her- 
confidence In Frarf's good faith, but 
concluded with a 
reference to the 


pending Russo-German 
negotiations 


which 
showed that 
their outcome 


would depend on the attitude adopted 
by Germany in regard to Morocco.

The decision of Charlottenburg and 


Schoneberg, two of Berlin's largest 
suburbs, to appeal to the relchstag to 
assign to each o£ them a representa- 
tive in that body, again calls attention 
to the striking inequalities in the sizo 
ol the Reichstag districts. 


Contrary to American practice of re- 


adjusting the representation 
of ths 


various states after each census, the 
Germans have never 
undertaken 
a 


change in the electoral law of the 
North-German federation adopted in 
1869, whi?h was taken over by the em- 
pire with only such changes as were 
necessary to make it apply to South- 
Germany as well. According to that 
law the reichstag districts should con- 
tain approximately 100,000 inhabitants, 
which meant, in 18C9, an average of 
'0000 voters to each district, but the 
average has now risen to 36,000 voters. 
Owing, however, to the great shifting 
of population that has taken place in 
ttie' past forty-two years, some dis- 
tricts, chiefly in the large cities and 
manufacuring regions, have grown to 
huge proportions, while not a few oth- 
ers have dwindled to 'even a 
smaller 


beer palaces in that city, continue to 
be heard throughout Bavaria. A com-

thetlc welcome and almost a commun- 
ity of language, because It has long 
been a principle of South American 
education that the cultivated person 
must know French.
